Allocation of funds to various 
control measures was made by the 
Florida Division’s-State Executive 
Committee of medical authorities 
and business men, and was made 
public'here today by Mrs, Malcolm 
Smith, State Commander of th? 
Sotiety. 

Largest amount — $70,466.33 — 
will finance 20 special control ac- 
tivities in 14 counties in strategic 
locations over the state. Approxi- 
mately $7,000 is to provide trans- 
portation to and from treatment 
centers for cancer patients in all 
counties who are unable to pay the 
cost themselves and could not re- 
ceive treatment in any other way. 

Next largest amount — $36,000 
—was assigned to the program of 
cancer research seeking to find 
the causes and cure for all types of 
cancer, and an additional $21,600 
was allocated _to help defray the 
costs of the national educational 
and administrative programs, ri
